The Great Colorado Grid Run

The ARRL June VHF Contest (June 9-11) is a great 
opportunity to try out your gear for the VHF and 
higher bands. For complete information: 
www.arrl.org/contests/rules/2007/june-vhf.html 

Under the theory that activity breeds more activity 
on the VHF bands, I propose a coordi-nated effort to 
activate all Colorado grids during the ARRL June 
VHF contest. This effort would collectively raise 
everyone’s scores in the Rocky Mountain region as we 
all have more grids to work locally. More importantly, 
this would be a lot of fun! 

How difficult is this? There are 16 VHF grids in 
Colorado. If you are not familiar with the grid system, 
take a look at the Colorado vhf grid map. 
www.kOnr.com/rwitte/vhf_grids.html 


The usual Front Range VHF stations would have 
DN70, DM79 and DM78 covered. There are a couple 
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DN80, DM89, DM88, and DM87. One of the rovers 
will also activate DM77. On the Western slope, NOKE 
is usually on the air from DM69. With a little 
encourage-ment, we could probably get a Grand 
Junction station or two on in DMS58. This still leaves 
DM57, DM67, DM68, DN50 and DN60 open. There 
may be a local or two we could get on the air or 
another rover could cover those grids. This idea is 
within capture range. 

I think the minimum station should be active on 2M 
and 6M with decent Yagi antennas and running 100W 
or more. This would help facilitate QSOs across the 
state. Also, a good 6M opening would be a nice 
addition (depending on who is in charge of 
propagation this year). Of course, more bands would 
be better, especially from the rarer grids. 

We especially need stations to participate from the 
western grids in Colorado (DM57, DM58, DMS9, and 
DN50) near Cortez, Delta, Grand Junction and 
Rangely. These can be fixed stations, portable or 
rovers. Based on initial discussions with the VHF 
community, it appears there will be quite a few 

- stations on the air for the contest, so 
come on out and enjoy the activity.

DXing Downside on 60 Meters 


The ARRL is expressing concern that negative 
consequences could result from chasing DX on 60 
meters. Some DXpeditions have announced plans 
to operate on Amateur Radio's only channelized 
band where amateur operations hold secondary 
status to fixed service operations, including some 
US government stations. ARRL CEO David 
Sumner, K1ZZ, says that while it's legal for 
DXpeditions to operate on the 5-MHz band, 
provided the licensing administration extends 
privileges there, DX pileups on 60 meters pose the 
potential for real and unique problems. 

"US amateurs are limited to five channels on 60 
meters, USB only, maximum effective radiated 
power (ERP) of 50 W, audio bandwidth not 
exceeding 2.8 kHz, and not all of the channels are 
useable because of ongoing fixed service oper- 
ation,” Sumner points out. “Upon request of a 
primary service user,” Sumner says, “‘it's 


absolutely imperative that hams be prepared to 
relinquish any 60-meter channel immediately. 
This means constantly monitoring the transmitting 
channel. Hams also must not exceed the radiated 
power limit,” he stressed. 

Not all countries authorize amateur operation on 
60 meters. Transmitting on a 5 MHz frequency 
without authorization not only breaks the law but 
jeopardizes the operator's continued participation 
in the ARRL DXCC program. Cards submitted 
for DXCC on 5 MHz may not be accepted for 
credit without evidence the operation was 
authorized. 

Sumner emphasized that causing harmful inter- 
ference to fixed and mobile service stations could 
jeopardize even the existing limited privileges as 
well as the chances of increasing those privileges 
on a domestic basis, plus any possibility of 
obtaining an international allocation on 60 meters.

In WWII, 
soldiers made them 
from stuff they found 
lying around. They 
didn’t have any 


crystals or power to operate. The sliding 
solid steel rod [slides across the copper 
winding and serves as the tuner, picking] up 
strong signals from different bands by moving 
the slide back and fourth. 


They used [this type of radio] because the 
Germans could home in on a crystal set, but 
not these. The frequency was picked up 
through the copper wire then led back into 
the toilet paper roll which actually works like 
a speaker. Pretty neat.”

According to Lance Borden’s article, Build a 
World War II Foxhole Radio, as it appeared in the 
Electronics Handbook vol. XVII, p. 47 the basic 
components are: 


4 Razor blade: PAL Super Single Edge, Amer- 
ican Safety Razor Co., or a rusty regular one 
Cardboard toilet paper tube 

Wire coat hanger or other handy strip of 
workable metal 

Headphones or earphone (2 — 4 K ohms)

Something for a base (small scrap of wood)

but it is likely that 
whoever was in the field used whatever gauge 
was in the scrap coil, motor, or transformer they 
were cannibalizing. Spray / paint the coil with

lacquer (or whatever is handy) to set it firmly. 
Scrape off whatever paint or varnish may be on 
the wire used for the tuner/slider. Spread the 
safety pin apart and bend the head 90 degrees to 
use it as a base for attaching the pin to the base. 
The pin should stick up from its bent head, then 
down to its point where the pencil lead is attached 
with some of the wire left from winding the coil. 
The sharpened pencil lead is the detector. It 
touches the razor blade and is in turn attached to 
the base at one of its ends with a screw or tack. 
The tuner should be mounted so it is free to pivot 
and slide across the coil. Use a scrap of paper or 
cardboard as a template to make the tuner/slider 
the correct size. Sand off the varnish on the coil 
where the slider touches. Connect the ground and 
antenna, hook up the head phones. With patient 
adjustment of the detector and slider, you should 
be able to pick up broadcasts. A capacitor (0.001 - 
0.002 uF) between the ear phone terminals 
improves performance. 


Caps can be improvised from cigarette or chewing 
gum foil cut into thin strips and stacks. The paper 
back serves as an insulating layer. Simple variable 
capacitors (condensers) were probably easily 
improvised. A blued hacksaw blade and hard 
drafting lead could be substituted. Think outside 
the box. The POWs and GIs certainly did.
